Residents of the East Harvey 
Avenue neighborhood, just west 
of First Street, go about their 
daily chores—yardwork and 
hanging out the wash—with 
hardly a second glance at their 
neighbors who may be soaring 
through the. air on sway poles or 
hanging by their heels on 
apparatus 50 to 60 feet high. 
The scene is, in fact, an 
everyday occurrence as their 
““flying neighbors,’’ 
professionally called the Aerial 
Baretis, are aerialists and work 
out daily in their backyard. 


“United we stand, divided we 


fall—literally!” exclaims the 
matriarch of .the trio, Mrs. 
Sydney “Frankie” Martin who, 
during part of the aerial routine, 
hangs in a neck swivel supported 


by her two teen-agers and spins - 


in mid-air. 

There is no generation gap in 
the Martin family. 

Mrs. Martin, her daughter 
Michelle, 16, and Michael, 14, 
gave their first performance as 
the third generation of. the 
Baretis, in June (Friday the 
13th) at the Colusa Country 
Fair. Last month they made an 
appearance in Sonora at the 
Mother Lode Fair and now are 
practicing for performances at 
the Walnut Creek Festival Sept. 
11-14. When making 
professional appearances, the 
aerialists extend their rigging to 
125 feet instead of the 50 or 60 
feet used during practice. In 
Sonora, because of a ground 
space problem, they put their 
. Tigging on top of an exhibit hall. 

““How did this all come 
about?” echoed Mrs. Martin 
when asked the same question. 
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“Let me tell you first of all, that, 
contrary to what some people - 
may think, I am not crazy!” 

Nor is she any newcomer to 
aerial show business. At 13 she 
became part of an act which her 
father, Jack Barritt of the 
Riverdale-Caruthers area, had 
originated in 1934. Barritt, a 
former Italian Olympic gymnast, 
made their double pole rigging 
out of chrome alloy steel tubing 
from Navy fighter planes. He 
patterned the apparatus after 


‘wooden sway poles used in 


European acts, 

Mrs. Martin and her brother 
performed with their father in 
the act and traveled with a 
circus. After the death of their 
father and because they were 
busy with their own families, the 
brother-sister team temporarily © 
retired their act. 

‘My brother and I both 
taught our spouses some of the 
routine though,” Mrs. Martin 
recalled, “and it was fun.” 

Six years ago Mrs. Martin was | 
widowed by an _ automobile 
accident. In 1966 she and her 
brother decided to start up the 


act again. But that act ended

when Mrs. Martin’s brother died 
of a heart attack. 

“Then Mickey (Michelle) 
Started begging me to teach her 
aerial ballet,” the attractive 
mother related. “And I played 
the devil’s advocate, telling her 
what hard work it is, especially 
for women; but she persisted. So 
after much thinking and 
pondering the pros and cons, I 
decided to give it a try and said 
this would be the trial year.” 

But before any practicing 
could begin the rigging had to be 
put back in shape. Mrs. Martin 
not only rebuilt the rigging 
herself, but also the trailer used 
to haul it. 

“I figured if I put it back 
together like -I took it apart, 
then logically everything should 
fit-into place—and surprisingly 
enough it did,” the dark-haired 
woman laughed. 

Then a rigorous campaign 
began to get the aerialists in 
shape. They jogged and rode 
bicycles often during the year to 
build up strength and endurance. 

Practice on the rigging, first 
set up only about 20 feet high, 
began and Mrs. Martin began 
teaching her daughter aerial 
ballet. Michael also worked out 
on the poles and bars to “‘get the 
feel of them.” His function in 
the act thus far is to aid his sister 
in supporting their mother 


. during the neck swivel. 


“He’ll do more next year 
with more work and practice,” 
his mother assured. “He really 
likes it. 

“I guess there is a little bit of 
ham in everyone. Doing the act 
is my way of showing off and | 
guess I get a kick out of hearing 
people say ‘You must be a damn 
fool.’’ It: is dangerous and 
thrilling and it is fun to hear the 
reactions of the crowd when 
we’re performing.” 

How does a mother feel 
about having her children 


perform dare;devil tactics at 
such frightening heights? 

“I was very nervous at first 
about getting the kids started in 
it,’ Mrs. Martin said seriously. 
“It is an awesome feeling to 
think that one might fall. There 
are no second chances in this 
type of act (there are only about 
10 in the United States) but the 
children have so much 
confidence in themselves. They 
aren’t frightened and don’t 
worry, so I try not to either. 

“While we are up (performing 
on the rigging) I constantly talk 
to the kids, coaching them and 
telling them how they are doing. 
We are up so high that the 
audience can’t hear us 
chattering. The only thing we 
don’t do is start laughing—if we 
did we’d lose our strength.” 

Mrs. Sarah Barritt, Mrs. 
Martin’s mother and a former 
aerialist herself, is the crew’s 
wardrobe mistress and 
housekeeper. She also cares for 
6%-year-old Jack Martin, named 
after his grandfather, when his 
mother is working. 

“My mother is still frightened 
to watch any of us perform even 
though she herself performed 
with my father,” related Mrs. 
Martin. “She comes out and 
watches us practice sometimes in 
the backyard, but she doesn’t 
come with us when we perform 
professionally.” 

Now that Mrs. Martin feels 
her children have ‘“‘passed the 
test” and seriously want to 
continue performing, she plans 
to book them full time next 


year. 
“We will continue to work 
independently, without an 


agent,” explained the mother, in 
her late 30s. “Because the 
children are in school, and their 
education comes first, I don’t 
want any bookings that will 
interfere. Most shows will be 
during the summer. We have a

dream for next spring, 
though—the Worlds’ Fair in 
Tokyo. If the American 
entourage of the fair decides it 
wants an aerial act for the 
American exposition, then we’ll 
have a real good chance of 
going.” 

Michelle, a Roosevelt High 
School student, wants to make 
the act a career. 

“Actually, I want to be a 
writer,” she confided. ‘The act 
is a ticket to travel and I can 
meet so many interesting people 
and will have much to write 
about.” 

“T don’t have a lot of advice 
to offer my children concerning 
performing,” the vibrant, warm 
woman said, slowly selecting her 
words. “I do tell them that if 
they are going to perform 


professionally that they should 
always remember they are on 
exhibit and should display their 
best at all times. It is important 
for them now, as teen-agers, to 
show people they are willing to 
work hard and make a go of it.” 

“Yea, we work hard and fight 
a lot, too,” interjected Michelle 
with a smile, looking strikingly 
like her mother. “But we love a 
lot too.” 

“Yes we do,” smiled her 
mother. ‘‘I’ve had mixed 
emotions about re-establishing 
the act but we’ve really had a 
good time. It has brought us so 
close together. We love to travel 
and we pack all of our things in 
our ‘Happy Wanderer’ (a 
minibus) and away we go. We 
love to sightsee.”

Perhaps the following excerpts from a soldier’s letter could be 
classed as the thoughts of one of the “silent majority” who is under 
21 years of age. 

At any rate, the letter was written by Sp/4 Larry L. Greeny from 
Phu Bai, South Vietnam, to Pamela Lax, of Los Altos. Parents of 
Miss Lax are Ron and Paula Lax, who grew up in Porterville. 

“We here have just heard and read about President Nixon’s push 
into Cambodia and his bombing strikes in North Vietnam. I can 
seriously say we support him 100 percent. The North Vietnamese 
have spread themselves out too much. They didn’t expect us to 
retaliate as we have. Our being in Cambodia will stop major 
aggression here in Viet Nam, and will bring a just and honorable 
peace much quicker than anyone can anticipate. 

“This move, I feel, and so many others here feel, will bring the 
North Vietnamese government to its knees. They have committed a 
grave mistake by fighting this war on two fronts. People back in the 
USS. are being obstinate about the whole situation. They can’t see, 
and they don’t know what this action we have taken will do to the ; 
Communists. They will now have to fight all the way back just to get 
supplies and fresh troops, and the majority will not make it back, We 
have them now and we are proud and honored to complete our 
mission as the president has asked, and this we will do. 

“I am proud of our president. All of us here are, and we will 
support him. in the next election. He is doing the only thing he can. 
He is doing it the right way. 

“I just can’t understand my country any more! It’s bad enough 
for you people there to hear of bombings and attacks on our soldiers 
here, but how do you think we feel about the bombings and attacks 
of our own people in our own country. 

“I can’t even begin to imagine carrying a weapon in my own 
home just to protect it from radicals and misfits. I don’t understand 
it, and it hurts all of us here deep down inside.”

This involves declaring that an 
animal being bought is for 
re-sale; seller of the i 
receives the price paid; the 
animal is then  re-sold on a 
commercial basis at market 
price, with the buyer paying 
only the difference between his 
bid and the re-sale price. 

Base, or market price for 
re-sale, will be announced for 
beef, lambs and hogs prior to 
start of the auction. 

Conditions of sale and 
necessary charges involving 


‘ butchering of animals will also 


be announced prior to the 
auction. 

Only fitted and finished 
animals that have been through 
the fair’s show rings are allowed 
in the auction. All animals sold 
represent projects by Future 
Farmers and 4-H club members, 
with sale price determining 
whether or not the project is a 
financial success. 

Although premium prices are 
paid at the auction, the final 
result for buyers is a locker full 
of excellent meat - and at a price 
below retail levels.
